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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 1/20/07 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 5 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 now recites that the "nonaqueous 
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solvent consists of y-butyrolactone". However no support can be found anywhere in the 
instant specification stating that the solvent is only y-butyrolactone and cannot contain 
any other solvents. The specification states that y-butyrolactone is the main component 
of the solvent but never states that it is the only component. Therefore said recitation is 
new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear in claim 1 whether or not vinylene carbonate and vinyl ethylene 
carbonate are actually present since both components are known and defined in the art 
to be solvents. Claim 1 has been amended to recite that the "nonaqueous solvent 
consists of y-butyrolactone" and therefore the only solvent that can be present is y- 
butyrolactone as defined by the claim. Therefore because vinylene carbonate and vinyl 
ethylene carbonate are solvents and only y-butyrolactone can be present as a solvent, 
the recitations in claims 1 and 5 adding vinylene carbonate and vinyl ethylene carbonate 
is improper since only one component can be present as a solvent as recited in the 
claims. For purposes of examination only y-butyrolactone as a solvent will be searched 
in the prior art as a sole solvent in a battery and the recitation of vinylene carbonate and 
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vinyl ethylene carbonate will not be searched since they cannot be present in the 
instantly claimed solvent as recited in claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. Pre-Grant Publication No. 
2002/0009649 hereinafter Sato. 

Sato teaches a lithium secondary battery (abstract and paragraph [0087]) 
comprising a positive and negative electrode (paragraph [0098]) including a carbon 
material (i.e. graphite) as an active material (paragraphs [01 15] & [01 16]) a nonaqueous 
electrolyte (paragraph [0098]) comprising a solute (paragraph [0127]) dissolved in a 
nonaqueous solvent that consists of y-butyrolactone (paragraph [0129], it is noted that 
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the last line of paragraph [0129] states that the solvents may be used singly). In the 
alternative it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to use 
y-butyrolactone as the solvent for the solute since y-butyrolactone has a low dielectric 
constant and would therefore not increase the internal resistance of the battery allowing 
the battery to perform efficiently.
